A WPA storm 
sewer 
project 
with a total expenditure of $156,- 
627 was approved Monday night 
by the City Council in executive 
session. 
Realizing that the city has 
no 
funds on hand to pay the 
spon­ 
sor’s share—$24,290—the Council 
authorized the mayor 
and city 
clerk to sign the project, which 
will be sent to district headquar­ 
ters at Farmington 
and

ing that it does not obligate the 
city to begin work on it. 


CAN DO IN PART 


Part of the project may be un­ 
dertaken at any time without the 
city’s being required to complete 
it in its entirely. 
In passing on 
the project, the city will have it

there are funds on hand. 
The government pays 84.5 per­ 
cent of the 
cost, 
$104,707 
for 
labor and supervision and $27,630 
for materials and other expenses. 
The city’s 15.5 per cent consists of 
$21,290 for equipment, 
material 
ana like expenses and $3000 for 
i supervision. 
There would be a total of 13,- 
800 feet oi 
pipe—nearly 
three 
miles—used. 
It would be of re­ 
inforced and plain concrete pipe, 
having diameters of 48, 42, 30, 24. 
18 and 15 inches. 
One new sewer line w'ould run 
from the Hart’s Woods ditch east 
of the city to the west across High 
School property and along Wood- 
lawn toward North Kingshighway. 
The other one, beginning at 
the

ness district. The State Highway 
Department can supply signs to 
this effect at the entrance to the 
city on streets they help maintain. 
The signs would read, “30 Miles 
an Hour, Officer on Duty.” Large 
“30” figures would be painted on 
the pavement in the 
residential 
sections and “20s” in the 
busi­ 
ness district. 
Because of

I Mr. Galemore, “is of 
20,000,000 
bushels under governm ent loans 
on December 27, 1938, according 
to reports recevied from the Bu­ 
reau of Agricultural Economics.” 
Producers who are placing this 
corn under seal on the ear in cribs 
on the farm receive fifty 
seven 
cents per bushel as a loan from 
the Commodity Credit 
Corpora­ 
tion. The loans come due on Aug­ 
ust 1, 1939 and draw 4% inter­ 
est per annum. 
The notes are of 
the non-recourse type and may be 
satisfied by delivery of the corn to 
the CCC, if the borrower does not 
want to pay off the loan.

At Future Date 


A WPA storm 
sewer 
project 
with a total expenditure of $158,- 
627 was approved Monday night 
by the City Council in executive 
session. 
Realizing that the city has 
no 
funds on hand to pay the 
spon­ 
sor’s share—$24,290—the Council 
authorized the 
mayor 
and city 
clerk to sign the project, which 
will be sent to district headquar­ 
ters at Farmington 
and 
on 
to 
Washington, with the understand­ 
ing that it does not obligate the 
city to begin work on it. 


CAN DO IN PART 


Part of the project may be un­ 
dertaken at any time without the 
city’s being required to complete 
it in its entirely. 
In passing on 
the project, the city will have it 
available at a future date 
when 
there are funds on hand. 
The government pays 84.5 per 
cent of the 
cost, 
$104,707 
for 
labor and supervision and $27,630 
for materials and other expenses. 
The city’s 13.5 per cent consists of 
$21,290 for equipment, 
material 
and like expenses and $3000 for 
supervision. 
There would be a total of 13,- 
800 feet of 
pipe—nearly 
three 
miles—used. 
It would be of re­ 
inforced and plain concrete pipe, 
having diameters of 48, 42, 30, 24. 
18 and 15 inches. 
One new sewer line would run 
from the Hart’s Woods ditch east 
of the city to the west across High 
School property and along Wood- 
lawn toward North Kingshighway. 
The other one, beginning at 
the 
ditch west below the sand 
hill, 
would be laid east along the Mis­ 
souri 
Pacific 
tracks. 
Laterals 
would extend 
out 
from 
these 
ditches. The city already has two 
storm sewer routes, one intended 
to drain the north end and empty­ 
ing into the west ditch, and 
an­ 
other lying along 
the
